Early Treatment Is 


Highly Essential 


With the danger season for pneu­ 
monia at its height the American 
Foundation for Animal H e a l t h 
warned farmers today that early 
identification a n d 
treatment 
in 
livestock are the most important 
considerations if heavy losses from 
this disease are to he avoided. 
Pneumonia is most often as­ 
sociated with bad winter weath­ 
er, but the Foundation points out 
that it can occur in any month 
of the year. It has many causes 
and may strike in several differ­ 
ent ways, making early diagnosis 
and treatment essential for loss 
prevention. 


“ The disease may appear in in­ 
dividual animals, or it can become 
a herd problem.” says the Founds 
lion. “ Often it follows another ill 
ness or disease, hitting after the 
animal's system has become weak- 


vcnt it?” I asked. “ Well the only 
thing that I ’ve found that stops it 
is letting them out for awhile, when 
t h e weather is sunny,” he said. 
“ But not until the afternoon, after 
they have laid and have had a good 
fill.” The day I called it was warm 
and sunny, just the kind of a day 
this man likes to have his hens 
out. The big thing to watch is not 
let them out but a few hours at a 
time so they won t get chilled, this 
farmer pointed out as I was leav­ 
ing.

It has many causes 
and may strike in several differ­ 
ent ways, making early diagnosis 
and treatment essential for loss 
prevention. 
‘'The disease may appear in in­ 
dividual animals, or it can become 
a herd problem.” says the Founda 
tion. “Often it follows another ill 
ness or disease, hitting after the 
anim al’s system has become weak­ 
ened or run-down. For exam, p 1 e, 
pneumonia often follows swine flu, 
scours 
in 
calves 
or 
overeating 
disease in sheep. 
“ Pneumonia symptoms may be 
nothing more alarming than re­ 
fusal to eat or reluctance to eat. 
Temperatures do not always go 
up. Often there is no cough or 
runny nose. Lack of such symp­ 
toms makes it hard to detect.” 
If a veterinarian gets to the case 
soon enough, he can usually save 
the animal by proper treatment, 
the Foundation declared. However, 
authorities point out that g o o d 
nursing, feeding, and management 
are also very important in bring­ 
ing about recovery.

April 30 Deadline for Application 
By Wool-Producers for Payments 


The deadline for making applica­ 
tion for wool incentive payments 
for wool shorn, and m arketed, or 
lam bs sold for slaughter, during 
the 1955 marketing year, is only 
50 days away—April 30— Mrs. Fred 
Shoop, the office m anager of the 
Fayette County Agricultural Stabi 
lization and Conservation Commit 
tee, said. 
She added that when wool or 
lambs are marketed, the produc­ 
er should be sure to get a com 
píete sale record. She explained 
that the sale record is essential 
as « M enee of eligibility for the 
incentive payments. 
In a statement explaining the 
wool incentive paym ent program , 
Mrs, Shoop said: 
“ If a producer wants to make

' herefore, it is im portant for pro­ 
ducers to rem em ber that the more 
they get for their wool when they 
sell it, the greater will be their 
wool paym ent. 
“The wool program 
incentive 
level for both the 1955 and 1956 
marketing years is the sam e, 62 
cents, and, the payments, are to 
be made at a percentage rate (the 
percentage required to bring the 
national average price received by 
producers for the particular m ar­ 
keting year up to the incentive lev 
el). 
“ Paym ents for the incentive for 
shorn wool and lambs and yearlings 
will be made sometime in the late 
sum m er or fall of 1956, for the 1955 
m arketing year.”

After 'the CCC takes over the 
wheat and pays off all charges, 
Mrs. Shoop said that the profit, if 
any, would be paid to the produc­ 
er. 
The ASC office is at 723 Dela 
ware Street and Mrs. Shoop said 
detailed information and explana 
tions were available there. 
The status of the loans on grain 
in storage has been a controver 
sial subject in Fayette County for 
nearly a year now. 
Most farmers, say they consider 
'the loan as an outright sale, so 
much of a. sale that they pay a 
federal income tax on the money 
from the loan before the foreclos­ 
ure deadline. 
The state Department of Tax­ 
ation insists that the money is still 
a loan and subject to the personal 
property tax at the rate prevail 
ing in whatever district in Ohio it is 
stored.

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Public Clamor Over Roads, Trucks and Tolls 
Laff-A-Day 


The public clamor and criticism which 


seem s to be growing because of the rising 
number of automobile accidents, has led 
'o the supporters of plans for increasing 
public highway facilities, now charging 
that the greater number of highway fatal­ 
ities. is due to need for more good roads. 
There undoubtedly is merit in some de* 
u r e e to this contention but it is not the 
total answei Carelessness on the part of 
m any motorists and those who are either 
drunk or drinking, has much to do with 
the situation also. 
The demand for more highways, how­ 
ever. has brought forth many new angles 
for argum ents in which trucks, turnpikes 
aud highway tolls are now being consid­ 
ered in various phases of the problem and 
the ordinary Ohio passenger motorists are 
beginning to be heard with their side of 
t*e story 
For example, one Ohio newspaper re­

Lausche observed that truckers were not 
paying a fair share of the cost of main­ 
taining Ohio roads. Commercial haulers. 
of course, made plain their opinion of the 
Governor's statistics, and sought to con­ 
vince assemblymen that the Ohio trucking 
industry was up to its tailgate in “use ’ 
taxes. If axle-mile were brought in, it was 


averred. Ohio's truckers would be forced 
to go. However, the General Assembly 


to o k that chance and passed the tax m eas­ 
ure. 
“Somehow Ohio’s trucking firms sur­ 
vived the additional levy. Indeed, accord­ 
ing to the chairman of the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission, commercial operators are 
not passing up an opportunity to avoid 
payment of axle-mile levies. In a letter to 
Mr. Lausche. Chairman Shocknessy says 
truckers are crowding private motorists 
off state roads and onto the new Turnpike. 
Since the cross-state throughway opened 
last summer, he writes, truck traffic on 
p u b l i c highways in northern Ohio ‘is 
greater than ever before and passenger- 
car traffic is somewhat lessened by its 
diversion to the Turnpike.’ And this de­ 
spite the fact that the super-road is pri­ 
vately financed, truckers using it are ex­ 
empt from paying mile-distance fees.’’ 
It is reported that truck drivers say 
they are taking to the “axle-mile” public 
roads because rates on the northern toll- 
ro^d are too high. (One spokesman adds, 
that besides “there is now more room on 
the state highways for trucks.” ) 
Probably motorists are pleased that the 
axle-mile tax hasn’t worked an excessive 
h a r dship on the commercial c a r r iers. 
However, it does seem unfair that, to es­ 
cape the press of truck traffic on public 
roads, automobile owners have to take to 
the upstate toll road. After all, the mo­ 
torists and taxpayers did foot most of the 
original bill for the state and local roads

Old Time Politics Honest Graft

Ever s i n c e I can rem em ber 
anything. I have been hearing 
about the purification of politics. 
Down where I lived as a boy, 
Tim Sullivan was the local sat­ 
rap, and he and hi* associates 
lived by what in those days was 
ailed "honest graft,” namely. 
a reasonable corruption which all 
c iti/ens, except the very best, ex­ 
pected that the politicians would 
practice. The very best citizens 
did not believe in "honest graft, 
except when they wanted some­ 
thing of the politicians. Then it 
becam e a worthy cause, a pro 
gressive endeavor, etc. 
Now I notice, after half a cen 
tury or more, that we are still 
purifying the electoral system 
The im m ediate cause seems to 
be that an inexperienced lobbyist 
handed $2,500 to a senator’s rep­ 
resentative. The story does not 
ring true for 
several 
reasons. 
Why, for instance, did not Sen 
ator Francis Case howl im m edi­ 
ately upon the commission of the 
foul deed that his virtue was be 
ing corrupted? Why did he wait 
a few days, holding on to the 
25 hundred dollar bills, paid in 
cash, not by check? Why did he 
not w ithin a minute of his knowl­ 
edge of the horror, notify the 
President o! the Senate that his 
honor had been impugned, his 
m orals assailed, his incorruptibil­ 
ity negated? 
I do not know the answers to 
these questions but sjich money 
has been passed from hand to 
hand 
and the reform ers have 
been collecting as well as the 
corruptionists 
I should like to 


know*; ami I presum e most every­ 
body would just for the fun of it. 
how much the Texas oil men — 
to mention any four of them —put 
into the 1952 cam paign to elect 
a President of the United States. 
And I should like to know how 
much of it was by check and 
how much by cash. 
If all the rum ors were probable 
facts, both parties would be with­ 
out candidates for any office in 
all probability because politicians 
do not r e g a r d under the table 
contributions as morally wrong. 
In fact, they say that without 
that kind of money, no one can 
tie elected. 
There are 
many 
suggestions 
for 
purification. 
Most 
of 
the 
schemes probably could work if 
television wt*re free, as it was un­ 
til this year in England. It is the 
frightful cost of radio and tole 
vision which requires the parties 
and their candidates to raise so 
much money. And television costs 
are likely to become increasingly 
expensive as the political show* 
become more spectacular. The 
day may yet come when a politi­ 
cal act on television will last an 
hour, consisting of a strip-tease. 
a couple of comedians, and the 
candidate sandwiched in between, 
reading lines prepared by Phil 
Silvers* gag-w nters who used to 
bs* Milton Berle’s gag-w riters and 
who can throw them in the aisles 
for either p a r t y . These shows 
might be so good th at they would 
be underwritten by a gargle, in 
which case passing money under 
the table would not be* necessary

Actually, about eight or nine 
out of every t e n persons who 
suffer a seizure w i l l survive. 
While severe attacks may bring 
crushing pain and leave the per 
son grasping f o r breath, many 
initial seizures a r e relative I y 
mild. Some victims are barely 
aw are of any change at all and 
ignore the symptoms. T hat’s bad 
If the attack 
is just 
strong 
enough to send the victim scurry­ 
ing to his doctor, this first warn 
ing may turn out to be a good 
thing. 


.Minor Attack 
In the case of coronary throm 
bosis, a minor attack may begin 
with one or two sharp twinges of 
pain. This is quickly replaced by 
a dull ache which may be hardly 
noticeable, although it will con 
tinue for some tim e. 
Breathing will be com plete I y 
norm al and any fever that de 
velops will probably be so slight 
that the person will be unaware 
of it. Within a day or two, the 
symptoms will vanish. 
While the person may not feel 
quite his best for a while longer, 
the chances are he will just pass 


off this experience as an incident 
he’d rather forget This is a grave 
m istake. F o r the next attack 
might be much worse. 
A doctor should be s e e n as 
quickly as possible a f t e r such 
symptoms are experienced. By 
various tests, including an elec­ 
trocardiogram , he’ll be able to 
determ ine how severe the condi­ 
tion is. 


Avoiding Second 
In this way, he ll he able to 
guide the patient’s future activi­ 
ties in such a way as to enhance 
his chances of avoiding a second 
attack. This may mean relatively 
little alteration from his present 
routine, or it may mean strict 
curtailm ent of a too active life. 
Chances for a complete recov­ 
ery after a minor attack usually 
are very good — if the doctor’s 
advice is followed. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. K : What is the cause of 
gallstones? 
Answer: The exact cause of 
gallstones is not known, but in 
feetion of the gall bladder, over 
weight and lack of exercise are 
factors which may lead to the 
condition.

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Public Clamor Over Roa ds, Trucks and Tolls 
-A-Day 


The public clamor and criticism which 
seems to foe growing because of the rising 
number of automobile accidents, has led 
* o the supporters of plans for increasing 
public highway facilities, now charging 
that tne greater number of highway fatal­ 
ities, is due to need for more good roads. 
There undoubtedly is merit in some de- 
g r e e to this contention but it is not the 
total answei. Carelessness on the part of - 
many motorists and those who axe either 
drunk or drinking, has much to do with 
the situation also. 
The demand for more highways, how­ 
ever. has brought forth many new angles 
frv arguments in which trucks, turnpikes 
and highway tolls are now being consid­ 
ered in various phases of the problem and 
the ordinary Ohio passenger motorists are 
beginning to be heard with their side of 
tne story 
For example, one Ohio newspaper re­ 
cently brought forth editorial comment in 
which it declared that “Ohio motorists, it 
seems, just can’t win.” 
This papei then pointed out that “dur­ 
ing the debate two years ago leading up 
to the passage of the axle-mile tax, Gov. 
Lausche observed that truckers were not 
paying a fair share of the cost of main­ 
taining Ohio roads. Commercial haulers, 
of course, made plain their opinion of the 
Governor’s statistics, and sought to con­ 
vince assemblymen that the Ohio trucking 
industry was up to its tailgate in “use” 
taxes. If axle-mile were brought in, it was 


averred. Ohio’s truckers would be forced 
to go. However, the General Assembly 
took that chance and passed the tax meas­ 
ure.“Somehow Ohio's trucking firms sur­ 
vived the additional levy. Indeed, accord­ 
ing to the chairman of the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission, commercial operators are 
not passing up an opportunity to avoid 
payment of axle-mile levies. In a letter to 
Mr. Lausche. Chairman Shocknessy says 
truckers are crowding private motorists 
off state roads and onto the new Turnpike. 
Since the cross-state throughway opened 
last summer, he writes, truck traffic on 
p u b l i c highways in northern Ohio ‘is 
greater than ever before and passenger- 
car traffic is somewhat lessened by its 
diversion to the Turnpike.’ And this de­ 
spite the fact that the super-road is pri­ 
vately financed, truckers using it are ex­ 
empt from paying mile-distance fees." 
It is reported that truck drivers say 
they are taking to the “axle-mile” public 
roads because rates on the northern toil- 
road are too high. (One spokesman adds, 
that besides “there is now more room on 
the state highways for trucks.”) 
Probably motorists are pleased that the 
axle-mile tax hasn’t worked an excessive 
b a r dship on the commercial e a r r iers. 
However, it does seem unfair that, to es­ 
cape the press of truck traffic on public 
roads, automobile owners have to take to 
the upstate toll road. After all, the mo­ 
torists and taxpayers did foot most of the 
original bill for the state and local roads.

Be Actual Blessing 


Ever s i n c e I can remember 
anything, I have been hearing 
about the purification of politics. 
Down where I lived as a boy, 
Tim Sullivan was the local sat­ 
rap, and he and his associates 
lived by what in those days was 
ailed “honest graft,” namely, 
a reasonable corruption which all 
citizens, except the very best, ex­ 
pected that the politicians would 
practice. The very best citizens 
did not believe in "honest graft,” 
except when they wanted some­ 
thing of the politicians. Then it 
became a worthy cause, a pro­ 
gressive endeavor, etc. 
Now I notice, after half a cen­ 
tury or more, that we are still 
purifying the electoral system 
The immediate cause seems to 
be that an inexperienced lobbyist 
handed $2.500 to a senator’s rep­ 
resentative. The story does not 
ring true for several reasons. 
Why, for instance, did not Sen­ 
ator Francis Case howl immedi­ 
ately upon the com,mission of the 
foul deed that his virtue was be­ 
ing corrupted? Why did he wait 
a few days, holding on to the 
25 hundred dollar bills, paid in 
cash, not by check? Why did he 
not within a minute of his knowl­ 
edge of the horror, notify the 
President ol the Senate that his 
honor had been impugned, his 
morals assailed, his incorruptibil­ 
ity negated? 
I do not know the answers to 
these questions but spch money 
has been passed from hand to 
hand and the reformers have 
been collecting as well as the 
corruptionists, I should like to 


know* and I presume most every­ 
body would just for the fun of it, 
how much the Texas oil men — 
to mention any four of them—put 
into the 1952 campaign to elect 
a President of the United States. 
And I should like to know how 
much of it was by check and 
how much by cash. 
If all the rumors were probable 
facts, both parties would be with­ 
out candidates for any office in 
all probability because politicians 
do not r e g a r d under the table 
contributions as morally wrong. 
In fact, they say that without 
that kind of money, no one can 
be elected. 
There are many suggestions 
for purification. Most of the 
schemes probably could work if 
television were free, as it was un­ 
til this year in England. It is the 
frightful cost of radio and tele­ 
vision which requires the parties 
and their candidates to raise so 
much money. And television costs 
are likely to become increasingly 
expensive as the political shows 
become more spectacular. The 
day may yet come when a politi­ 
cal act on television will last an 
hour, consisting of a strip-tease, 
a couple of comedians, and the 
candidate sandwiched in between, 
reading lines prepared by Phil 
Silvers’ gag-writers who used to 
be Milton Berle’s gag-writers and 
who can throw them in the aisles 
for either p a r t y. These shows 
might be so good that they would 
be underwritten by a gargle, in 
which case passing money under 
the table would not be necessary. 
George W a s h i n gton Plun­ 


kett, the philosopher who invent­ 
ed the term , “honest graft lived 
too early. In those days, the poli­ 
ticians took comparatively little, 
gave some service for it, and 
kept most of what they took. To­ 
day, the take is in larger de­ 
nominations, no real service is 
required, and it all goes for ex­ 
penses. Few politicians die rich 
anymore compared with those of 
a generation ago who were able 
to earn enough out of a defeat to 
leave their family a competence. 
It will be r e c a l l e d that 
when Senator Borah, a truly 
great reform er, died, it was felt 
that he had devoted himself to 
his country so unstintingly that 
a collection should be made; but 
when the box was opened, pack­ 
ages of dollars appeared hereto­ 
fore unaccounted for and nothing 
has been said about it since. It 
must have been campaign ex­ 
penses. 
I do not disparage anybody nor 
do I question the morals of those 
who possess them. But it looks 
like a big noise is being made 
and that little will be proved, and 
that the 1956 campaign will cost 
more than ever and that some of 
it will be passed under the table 
as of yore not because men are 
dishonest but because the cost of 
getting elected to a compara 
tivelv low'-salaried, high-cost job 
is too expensive. 
The real way to lick this is to 
put a total ceiling on campaign 
costs and then arrest anyone 
who spends a nickel over the 
ceiling.

Sometimes a h e a r t attack 
can be a blessing in disguise. 
Actually, about eight or nine 
out of every te n persons who 
suffer a seizure w i l l survive. 
While severe attacks may bring 
crushing pain and leave the per­ 
son grasping f o r breath, many 
initial seizures a r e relative 1 y 
mild. Some victims are barely 
aware of any change at all and 
ignore the symptoms. That’s bad. 
If the attack is just strong 
enough to send the victim scurry­ 
ing to his doctor, this first warn­ 
ing may turn out to be a good 
thing. 
Minor Attack 
In the case of coronary throm­ 
bosis, a minor attack may begin 
with one or two sharp twinges of 
pain. This is quickly replaced by 
a dull ache which may be hardly 
noticeable, although it will con­ 
tinue for some time. 
Breathing will be complete 1 y 
normal and any fever that de 
velops will probably be so slight 
that the person will be unaware 
of it. Within a day or two, the 
symptoms will vanish. 
While the person may not feel 
quite his best for a while longer, 
the chances are he wrill just pass 


off this experience as an incident 
he’d rather forget. This is a grave 
mistake. F o r the next attack 
might be much worse. 
A doctor should be s e e n as 
quickly as possible a f t e r such 
symptoms are experienced. By 
various tests, including an elec­ 
trocardiogram, he’ll be able to 
determine how severe the condi­ 
tion is. 
Avoiding Second 
In this wav, he’ll be able to 
guide the patient’s future activi­ 
ties in such a way as to enhance 
his chances of avoiding a second 
attack. This may mean relatively 
little alteration from his present 
routine, or it may mean strict 
curtailm ent of a too active life. 
Chances for a complete recov­ 
ery after a minor attack usually 
are very good — 'if the doctor’s 
advice is followed. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. R.: What is the cause of 
gallstones? 
Answer: The exact cause of 
gallstones is not known, but in­ 
fection of the gall bladder, over 
weight and lack of exercise are 
factors which may lead to the 
condition.

Connecticut Seen As Key 
State In Ike s 56 Campaign

HARTFORD, Conn. UP—A zoom­ 
ing graph of business activity,, not 
President 
Eisenhower's cardio­ 
gram, appears to be the over-rid­ 
ing political factor in Connecticut 
today. 
For many people, present high 
levels of employment and income 
in the state more than balance any 
uncertainties arising from Eisen­ 
hower's heart attack. The man on 
the street seems prepared to let 
Eisenhower judge his owrn capabili­ 
ties. Meanwhile, everybody likes 
prosperity. 
As Joseph Panef a Danbury m a­ 
chine designer, put it: 
“We’ve had lour good years. I 
go on the theory Ike will last an­ 
other four, so I’m for the same 
ticket.’" 
Or Joseph Krzyv. Thompsonville 
factory safety supervisor and a 
Democrat: 
“ I voted for Ike in *52, and what 
1 do this year depends on who 
Democrats nominate, not on Ei­ 
senhower’s health. I think * he’s 
been good for us.” 
Well, thin ice still is edging 
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ponds in Connecticut, and sugar 
sap still turns to icicles on branch­ 
es of maple trees. It’s still winter 
here. So samplings of opinion you 
get today may wholly change be­ 
fore November’s election day. 
But these factors look significant 
now: 
1. Democrats talk more about 
shrinking Eisenhower's 1952 Con­ 
necticut margin — 130,000 — and j 
capturing a seat in the U.S. Senate \ 
than of carrying the state for their 
presidential candidate, 
2. Republicans are so confident 
that they are beginning to caution 
each other against apathy and 
over-confidence. 
Connecticut is a good place to 
watch both parties because it fits 
no particular political mold. 
It is strongly oriented toward 
New- York, yet it also feels the 
pull of New England. It is one of 
the nation’s great workshops, yet 
politicians say it. is basically Re­ 
publican. 
But it has a Democratic gover­ 
nor, personable Abraham Ribicoff. 
who seems more popular today 
than when he was elected, and a 
GOP House. 
In short, voters tend to be inde­ 
pendent, tough-minded. They are 
ingrained with the town meeting 
tradition. 
Here is what they have been 
saying to this .reporter on major 
aspects of the coming election: 
Eisenhower - plus • prosperity 
seems, to Republicans, to mean a 
sure victory in the fall with at 
least as great a majority as he 
had in 1952, maybe bigger. They 
don’t believe his illness will be a 
drawback. 
Said John F. Sweeney, a Rock­ 
ville advertising man: 
“I think he'll live longer than if 
he hadn't had that attack. Any­ 
way, businessmen here were cer­ 
tainly pleased with his announce­ 
ment.” 
The Democratic city clerk of 


Rockville. E, Fenton burke, said 
however: 
“ His illness is going to cost him 
votes. Yes, the prosperity angle is 
important, but even so, a lot of 
independent votes will come to us 
—not to the Republican vice pres­ 
ident.”

MONTGOMERY, Ala. jv-M ay­ 
or W. A Gayle says any contribu­ 
tions would be welcomed to help 
city buses out of a financial prob­ 
lem brought on by a Negro boy­ 
cott over segregated seating. 
He made the statem ent after 
announcing that Sunday service 
will be discontinued this Sunday 
on 12 of the 14 city bus routes be­ 
cause the passenger load hasn’t 
warranted continued operations. 
Gayle said he received a $55 
money order from an anonymous 
group of 53 persons in Atlanta to 
be used in the “valiant struggle 
to maintain segregation in city 
buses.” 
An unsigned letter accompany­ 
ing it said the Atlanta group is 
working to promote additional sup­ 
port “of your cause" in the belief 
that “the struggle in Montgomery 
. . . will act as a predecessor of 
future segregation issues in the 
South.” 
The mayor said he also receiv­ 
ed a $1 check from Atlanta 
Since the boycott began Dec. 5, 
the company has discontinued ser 
vice along most predominantly 
Negro routes and has hiked fare* 
from 10 cents to 15 cents 
Unofficial sources estim ate th 
boycott has cut the bus company* 
1 revenue by half.
